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COUNCILLORS have slammed 
health chiefs for pressing ahead 
with plans to close a popular walk- 
in clinic. 

NHS Suffolk’s board decided at its recent 
meeting the Crown Health Centre in Haver¬ 
hill would close in October, despite admitt¬ 
ing consultation on the plan showed much 
support for it staying open. 

Since it opened in 2009, the clinic has 
attracted 22,500 visits from more than 1,000 
registered patients. However, health chiefs 
say it has not succeeded its objective of re¬ 
ducing visits to A and E departments and, at 
£1.2 million a year, is too costly to run. 

Cllr Anne Gower, a county and borough 
councillor and chairman of ONE Haverhill, 
who is registered as a patient at the clinic, 
said: “When you look at the figures, they 
don’t add up, but we did not get what we 
were promised in the first place. It is not sur¬ 
prising there is no impact on A and E when 
there are no x-ray and plastering facilities. 

“What worries me is that people have got 
used to the flexibility of the Crown Centre, 
which suits their busy lives, so how are they 
going to replace that? What are you supp¬ 
osed to do at 8am on a Sunday morning 
when you have a poorly child? I think a lot of 
people will just get in their cars and go to A 
and E.” 

Haverhill Town Council issued a

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Crime prevention alert after 
burglars strike at allotments 


ALLOTMENT holders have been 
warned to be on their guard 
after seven sheds were targeted 
by burglars. 

Police have sounded the alert 
after padlocks were forced on 
the sheds at the Manor Road 
allotments in Haverhill between 
11am on March 26 and 8am the 
following day. Nothing is 
believed to have been taken, but 
police have issued crime 
prevention advice to help 
protect property from theft. 

Allotment holders are warned 
to put tools and equipment 
away - locking them to the 
fabric of the building if possible 
and, when away from the site 
for long periods, to remove all 
equipment. 

Pc Michael Potter, of the 
Haverhill Safer Neighbourhood 
Team, said: “They should also 
make sure sheds and out¬ 
buildings are locked when not 


in use - and use good quality 
locks and padlocks to secure 
doors. 

“Most door hinges on out¬ 
buildings are exposed and easily 
removed by taking out the 
screws, but using strap hinges 
secured by coach bolts, with 
smooth heads that cannot be 
undone with a screwdriver or 
spanner avoids this. 

“A strong pad bar fitted with a 
close-shackled padlock and 
secured with coach bolts is the 
most effective way to secure 
doors. 

“Mark all equipment visibly 
with a postcode and attach a 
security marked label. Signs 
advertising the fact that your 
property is marked or your 
membership of a watch scheme 
will also deter criminals.”

statement saying councillors were 
very unhappy with the decision. It 
said: “The reasons for opening the 
centre in Haverhill still remain, 
including the fact there is no local 
hospital, there is a high level of 
attendances at A&E, and there are 
fewer community health facilities 
than elsewhere. 

“We call on NHS Suffolk to 
explain how they intend to address 
these concerns, and to reassure 
residents who will be feeling 


anxious and abandoned by an 
organisation that exists to care for 
them. 

“We also insist that Haverhill 
must be provided with the x-ray 
and other diagnostic facilities that 
have long been promised, and we 
need to know what resources are 
being given to our GPs to provide 
the extended and additional hours 
that will be needed in order to deal 
with the 22,000 consultations that 
will be displaced by the closure.” 

Dr Paul Watson, NHS Suffolk’s 


chief executive said: “The service 
provided by the Crown Health 
Centre is not provided anywhere 
else in West Suffolk. Annual 
running costs are £1.2 million and 
these costs were planned to be 
offset against a reduction in 
hospital A&E attendances. This 
hasn’t happened and NHS Suffolk 
is faced with an increased cost. 
Additionally, there are projected 
costs of £500,000 to move the 
centre to a permanent location. 

“In the current economic 


climate difficult decisions have to 
be made. 

“With excellent local GP 
practices already providing 
medical services and pharmacies 
providing advice on self-care at 
home, the Crown Health Centre is 
duplicating services already 
available in the area and is not a 
good use of the money we have 
available. 

“We will monitor the impact on 
GPs and provide support where 
needed.”

Teenager convicted of 
robbing youths at camp 


A 16-YEAR-OLD convicted of 
robbing a group of teenagers has 
been sent to a young offender 
institution for two years. 

The robber, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, pleaded not guilty to three 
offences of robbery and one of attempted 
robbery, but was convicted after a trial at 
Ipswich Crown Court. 

On Wednesday Judge John Devaux made 
the boy the subject of a 24-month detention 
and training order after taking into account 
a previous record of offending and the 
seriousness of the offences. 

The court heard how a group of friends 
were camping on Bulls Field, close to the 


Samuel Ward Academy in Haverhill to 
celebrate a 15-year-old’s birthday. 

One victim told how he woke at about 
3am on May 28 last year to find he was 
being attacked. Members of the group were 
also punched and told to hand over mobile 
phones and iPods. 

The jury heard from the victims that 
despite almost total darkness they were able 
to identify the 16-year-old from his voice, as 
they all knew him. 

Prosecutor Karl Volz said the boy warned 
he would “bottle” his victims if they failed to 
stay on the ground. Two mobile phones and 
an iPod were stolen, but another boy 
refused to comply with the robber’s orders 
but did not lose any property. 


After being arrested, the 16-year-old was 
alleged to have telephoned the mother of 
one victim and said: “I’ll do it again if you 
want.” 

One of the alleged victims told the jury 
that all the members of their group, aged 15 
and 16, had been drinking alcohol. 

The 16-year-old admitted having been 
present on Bull Field but said he had been 
an innocent bystander rather than taking 
part in the alleged robberies and attempted 
robbery. But he accepted that he had 
thrown “one or two” punches during the 
incident. 

Laura Kenyon, for the boy, told the court 
since being convicted he had expressed 
regret for his actions. 


Carer denies the 
murder of pensioner 

A CARER has denied murdering a 
pensioner in his home. 

Paul Norfolk, 77, died from head 
injuries at home in Castle Lane, 
Haverhill, Suffolk, shortly after 
Christmas. His body was found when 
police entered his house after 
concerns were raised by neighbours. 
Officers also discovered Bunthawee 
Rimmer, 49, also of Castle Lane, 
badly injured inside. 

She was taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital for treatment and arrested 
after being released from hospital. 

On Monday at Ipswich Crown Court, 
speaking through a Thai interpreter, 
Rimmer denied murder. 

She was remanded in custody until 
her trial beginning on July 2. The case 
is estimated to last for seven days. 

Raider stole keys - 
and then the car 

A SET of car keys were stolen in a 
burglary and used to steal a car 
parked outside the house. 

Between 10.30pm on Thursday, 
March 29, and 6.30am on Friday, 
March 30, a house in Bellings Road, 
Haverhill was entered, possibly via 
unsecured patio doors. 

Once inside a set of car keys were 
taken and used to steal a black VW 
Passat, registration NH08 FSN, 
parked outside the front of the house.

Leaders and chief executives from 
Suffolk County Council, all seven 
district and borough councils, Suffolk 
Constabulary, NHS Suffolk and Health 
East, came together at Castle Manor 
Business and Enterprise College in 
Haverhill to agree on ways of working 
together to benefit Suffolk. They met 
to try to find solutions to some of the 
big issues facing the county.

Suffolk will honour and respect our 
servicemen and women. 

Councillor Tim Passmore, leader of 
Mid Suffolk District Council and chair 
of the Public Sector Leaders group, 
said: “We’ve set ourselves a clear goal 
to work collectively to resolve some of 
the most important issues facing Suf¬ 
folk, both in the short and long term. 

“Helping Suffolk’s economy to grow 
is a priority and planning the future of 
our essential public services, such as 
water supplies and the transport infra¬ 


structure, is fundamental to achieving 
that growth.” 

Councillor Mark Bee, Suffolk County 
Council’s leader, said: “Public sector 
organisations need to work even 
closer now if we’re to make the best 
use of the limited financial resources 
we have available. 

“I think we owe it to residents and 
businesses to do everything we can to 
use our collective strength to make a 
difference. There are some big 
challenges we’re all facing in Suffolk 
but if we work together, we can 


overcome them.” 

After the meeting, the leaders met 
with young people studying at Castle 
Manor to discuss their career plans 
and the role they see business skills 
playing in Suffolk’s economy 

Madeline Vigar, Castle Manor Busi¬ 
ness and Enterprise College’s principal, 
said: “Castle Manor Business and 
Enterprise College was delighted to 
host the public sector leaders meeting.

Union hits out at 
plan to sell care 
homes for elderly 


A UNION has slammed a 
county council decision to 
sell off its care homes to the 
private sector, saying it will 
leave vulnerable elderly 
people without a safety net. 

The 35-bed Place Court home in 
Camps Road, Haverhill, will be 
transferred to an as yet unnamed 
private firm by Suffolk County 
Council, as well as Wamil Court in 
Mildenhall. 

A 4,000 signature petition from 
Haverhill residents opposed to the 
move was presented to the council 
last year, but it has refused re¬ 
quests to discuss the issue with 
Haverhill Town Council, who had 
expressed an interest in taking 
over the home. 

A total of 16 care homes across 
Suffolk will be taken over by a 
private contractor, chosen from 23 
bidders, and to be named after 
councilors debate the issue on 
April 17. 

A Spokesman for the union 
which represents many of them 
said: “UNISON is astounded by 
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the determination of the County 
Council to press ahead with plans 
to sell off Suffolk’s Care Homes, 
despite the outpouring of public 
opinion against these proposals 
last year. 

“We feel this flies in the face of 
the so-called ‘public consultation’ 
exercise and commitment to ‘list¬ 
ening’ to the views of the people of 
Suffolk. 

“UNISON is concerned, not only 
for the 1,400 staff who will be 
forced to transfer to a new provider 
with potentially poorer terms and 
conditions, but also for Suffolk 
residents who will no longer have 
the safety net of Suffolk County 
Council should their care not be 
up to standard. 

“We are also concerned about 
the cost of bringing these services 
back in-house if things go wrong, 
as has been the case in other parts 
of the country where this app¬ 
roach had been taken as a cost¬ 
saving exercise.” 


Councillor Colin Noble, Port¬ 
folio Holder for Adult and Com¬ 
munity Services said councillors 
visited homes run by the company 
and found facilities exceeding 
those in Suffolk. 

He added: “We need to be sure 
the provider we select is the one 
that can offer the most to the 
people of Suffolk that have the 
most complex of care needs. 

“We anticipated by 2030 the 
number of older people and those 
suffering with dementia in the 
county will double. This process 
has always been about identifying 
a provider that will bring the nec¬ 
essary investment and additional 
expertise to the county. 

“To tackle the significant in¬ 
crease in demand for services we 
are developing a new approach to 
service delivery which focuses on 
prevention and intense short-term 
care, helping people remain 
healthy and independent longer. 

“However, we must make sure 
that for those needing the most 
intense care they get a high quality 
service in fit for purpose facilities.”

A SON has told an 
inquest how he was 
riding ahead of his 
father, who died 
when his motorcycle 
was involved in a 
crash on a country 
road. 

Father-of-three David 
Burwash 50, was thrown 
into a hedge beside the 
B1060 at Great Wratting, 
near Haverhill, following 
an impact with a van. 

An inquest on Tuesday, 
April 3, at Bury St Ed¬ 
munds heard a doctor who 
arrived with the air 
ambulance declared Mr 
Burwash dead at the scene 
on October 4 last year. 

Mr Burwash, of Pannells 
Ash, Ashen, had been re¬ 
turning from a trip to 
North Norfolk with his son 
Darren. Also riding with 
them when the accident 
happend were the two

sons of Mr Burwash’s 
partner. 

In a statement, Darren 
Burwash said he was lead¬ 
ing the group and had just 
rounded a bend between 
Thurlow and Great Wrat¬ 
ting when he looked back 
but could not see his father. 
A white van had pulled 
onto the verge and Mr 
Burwash said he realised 
something was wrong. He 
went back along the road to 
find his father in a hedge, 
after being thrown from his 
motorcycle. 

Van driver Sebastian 


Gumoski said he had seen 
an oncoming motorcycle, 
which appeared to be 
going out of control. It 
came across onto his side 
of the road and struck the 
side of the van. 

A post mortem examin¬ 
ation showed Mr Burwash 
had as a result of multiple 
organ injuries. 

The inquest heard pol¬ 
ice examination of the 
motorcycle and the van 
found no defects which 
could have contributed 
towards the accident. 

Police accident investi¬ 
gator Pc Andrew Fossey 
said it appeared Mr Bur¬ 
wash had lost control of 
his bike, but the reason 
why could not be estab¬ 
lished. Mr Burwash had 
been riding motorcycles 
for 30 years. 

Assistant Suffolk Coro¬ 
ner Daniel Sharpstone 
recorded a verdict of 
accidental death.

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Hundreds gather at 
clergyman’s funeral

THE funeral of a former 
Haverhill clergyman found 
stabbed to death in the 
hallway of his home took 
place on Saturday 

Hundreds of people gathered to 
pay their respects to the Rev John 
Suddards, who served as rector 
for five churches in the area, 
including Great Yeldham, for a 
decade. 

The 59-year-old former 
barrister who studied law at 
Trinity Hall in Cambridge, was 
found dead on St Valentine’s Day 
in the vicarage of St Mary’s 
Church in Thornbury, 
Gloucestershire, where he was 
installed as priest last year. 

The news of his death sent 
shockwaves through the clergy 
and close-knit community in both 
his newly adopted home town 11 
miles from Bristol, and Great 
Yeldham, where tributes were 
paid to the intelligent and 
dedicated preacher. 

Among the mourners were the 
Bishop of Colchester as well as 
clergy and friends from his former 
parishes. 

So many people attended that 
loudspeakers relayed the near

two-hour long communion 
service to members of the 
congregation gathered outside in 
the churchyard in Castle Street. 

Earlier this month his sister, 
Hilary Bosworth, said it was 
fitting for the funeral to be held in 
St Mary’s, just a short distance 
from the vicarage. 

She said: “He had been made 
most welcome to Thornbury by 
the clergy, the school and the 
whole community. 

“He was my only sibling, a dear 
brother and much-loved uncle to 
my three children. We miss his 
warm smile, his wisdom and his 
wicked sense of humour.” 

She said he would be greatly 
missed but the family had been 


heartened by the many tributes 
paid to her brother. 

Pat Slimming, chairman of 
Great Yeldham Parish Council, 
kept in touch with Mr Suddards 
after he left the village but was not 
able to attend the funeral, and 
told the Weekly News: “He was an 
exceptional man. 

“I am not surprised so many 
people came - he touched a lot of 
people and it was a fitting 
tribute.” 

Mr Suddards had only taken up 
his post last July, having moved 
from the Diocese of Chelmsford 
in Essex. 

Stephen Farrow, 47, has been 
charged with the murder of Mr 
Suddards and also that of retired 
teacher Betty Yates, 77, in 
Bewdley, Worcestershire. 

Farrow was arrested on 
February 19 in Folkestone, Kent, 
following a tip-off from the public 
after police launched a 
nationwide manhunt. 

Mrs Yates was found dead at the 
bottom of the stairs at her home 
on the banks of the River Severn 
on January 4, having been killed 
two days earlier. 

Mr Suddards was rector for 
Great Yeldham from 1993 to 2003 
before moving to Witham, Essex, 
and then Gloucestershire last 
June.

Gary Beal, 43, pleaded 
not guilty at Ipswich 
Crown Court on Friday 
to rape, sexual assault 
and false imprisonment 
All the offences are 
alleged to have involved 
the same woman and to 
have taken place on 
June 18 last year in 
Haverhill. 

The Bury Road, Thurlow 
resident was told by 
Judge Peter Thompson 
that he would continue 
to be granted bail until 
his next court 
appearance. 

The trial, which is 
expected to last for up 
to five days, is due to 
begin on July 16.

merger talks 


MERGER talks have 
been opened between 
Suffolk and Cam¬ 
bridgeshire's fire 
services. 

The drawing up of an 
initial business case for the 
union was discussed by 
Cambridgeshire’s Fire 
Authority on Friday, 
following the creation last 
year of the UK’s first shared 
control room in 
Huntingdon, which saved 
£800,000. 

The link-up is being 
considered because of the 
need to save millions of 
pounds because of 
Government cuts but Neil 
Newberry, Cambridgeshire’s 
assistant chief fire officer, 
said it just one of many 
options. 

He said: “We have to be 
realistic and it is possible 
that the next compre¬ 
hensive spending review in 
2015 could result in a 
further round of deep cuts 
to the public sector. 

“Therefore, we have an

obligation to make long¬ 
term plans in order to 
protect the frontline service 
that we provide to the 
public. 

“As part of these plans we 
are exploring a number of 
options that have the 
possibility to make large- 
scale savings over the next 
decade. Merging the service 
fully with Suffolk Fire and 
Rescue Service is just one of 
these options.” 

The Cambridgeshire 
service has already agreed 
to save £4.2 million by axing 
60 jobs, including 30 fire 
fighting posts, but fears a 
further £1.8 million could 
be cut from its budget and 
has warned emergency 
response times could suffer 
if that happens. 

Kevin Napier, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire secretary of the 
Fire Brigades Union, said it 
had always been thought 
that the creation of the 


shared control room could 
lead to a full merger. 

He said: “Any efficiency 
savings have got to be at the 
top because no further cuts 
can be made to the 
frontline. We are already cut 
to the bone. 

“I would hope that, if a 
merger was to take place, 
we wouldn’t need two chief 
fire officers, we wouldn’t 
need two senior manage¬ 
ment teams, and we would 
have great purchasing 
power, and that’s where I 
would hope the savings 
could be found. 

“As long as there is no 
detrimental effect on 
frontline services we 
probably wouldn’t be 
opposed.” 

On Friday the authority 
deferred approval of the 
start of work on an outline 
business case until the next 
meeting. 

It is expected any merger 
would need parliamentary 
approval, and the earliest 
date it could be expected to 
happen is April 2014.

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History s darkest lesson 

More than one million 
people died in the Nazi 
death camps in Auschwitz. 

A group of schoolchildren 
visited Poland with The 
Holocaust Educational Trust 
to learn from the past. 

Reporter ALICE HUTTON 
joined them. 


O SWIECIM looks like a 
nobody town. Small 
and grey with 40,000 
residents, it squats bleakly in 
the countryside an hour or so 
from Krakow; its quiet, dusty 
streets riddled with KFCs, Lidl 
supermarkets and cranes at 
odds with the searing 
sunshine. 

Residents crouch in bus shelters 
with cracked glass and the grim Sola 
and Vistula rivers run slickly past 
choked with silt. 

And yet it is and will always be 
infamous - under the better-known 
Germanic name of Auschwitz. 

It was here, just a few kilometres 
away, that an estimated 1.3 million 
people were murdered by the Nazis 
during the Second World War. 

And the rivers, which look like 
they’re clogged with mud, are actually 
covered in carpets of dumped human 
ashes. 

One of the surprising parts of the 
educational charity’s Lessons from 
Auschwitz journey for post-16 
schoolchildren was that there is still a 
town here at all. 

Who would be prepared to live in 
that shadow on a daily basis? 

Every year 250,000 visitors, and 


growing, either sombrely walk their 
bleak streets like they are a museum 
filled with unspeakable nightmares or 
bypass it completely and stop just five 
minutes outside to see the source of 
the horror, Auschwitz-Birkenau; the 
concentration, death and labour 
camps which collectively ended the 
lives of more than a million Jews. 

And yet, until the German invasion 
in 1939 the thriving Jewish 
community in this town numbered 
7,000, making up 58 per cent of the 


population. 

Today there are none. 

The last Jewish resident, Simon 
Kluger, was the sole representative 
from 1962 until he died in 2000, living 
there in what some interpret as an act 
of defiance against the regime that 
tried and failed to kill him. 

He lies in the only correctly marked 
plot in the town’s Jewish cemetery 
where hundreds of gravestones were 
dug up to use for roads by the Nazis, 
who then killed most of the people 


who would remember where to put 
them back. 

But that is partly what today is 
about - and why the trust runs a 
project dedicated to encouraging 
students and teachers to personalise 
Holocaust history and see the people 
behind the atrocities. 

After we drive into the 
concentration camp of Auschwitz 1 
by the coach load with pupils from 
across the whole region, including 
students from Samuel Ward Academy, 


in Haverhill, our group leader David 
Jones, a former teacher from 
Manchester, reminds us: “The town’s 
residents live every day with this 
terrible history, because it is living 
history 

“We are here to learn how to re¬ 
humanise not only the victims, but 
also the perpetrators and the 
bystanders in Oswiecim who watched 
more than half their neighbours 
disappear and did virtually nothing.” 

When we step under the wrought

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iron motto of the Arbeit 
Macht Frei gate (‘work 
makes you free’) where 
prisoners arrived to the 
falsely cheerful sounds of 
orchestras, whatever 
chatter there was drops 
away and the students 
walk under clouds of 
virtual silence. 

We enter a seemingly 
never-ending series of 
buildings filled with 
material carefully gathered 
by the Soviets when they 
liberated the camp in 
January 1945. 

To say the first room was 
a shock is a gross 
understatement and it 
shows in the eyes of the 
students. 

It is packed to the ceiling 
with piles of rotting human 
hair hacked off women by 
Nazis who then used the 
locks to make carpets. 

Room two is crammed 
with battered suitcases 
with the names and birth 
dates of their owners 
painted in swirling script - 
for when they hoped they 
would collect them. Stacks 
of tumbling, scuffed shoes 
fill a third and next to it is a 
mound of spectacles with 
twisted frames. 

The children shuffle 
uncomfortably, cameras 
around necks. 

Another cavernous place 
is covered in pots and pans 
brought by people who 
believed they might 
actually need them. 

Shaving equipment, 
shoe polish, nafl clippers, 
children’s toys, sacred 
prayer shawls; these items 
show that whoever was 
brought here either did not 
know or did not believe 
they would be murdered. 

Anna Kusak, our guide, 
stops. 

“This is one of the worst 
for me,” she says. 

False legs, false arms, 
back braces. 

“Some of these were 


taken from soldiers who 
fought for their country 
and were injured in the 
First World War, and were 
then killed a few years 
later.” 

The day continues in a 
blur. 

We walk past the 
‘hospital’ where Dr Josef 
Mengele conducted fatal 
experiments on dwarfs, 
twins and disabled people 
without anaesthetic. 

Another corridor is filled 
with mug-shots taken of 
the first prisoners to arrive 
- before the Nazis gave up 
on the excessive ‘admin’ it 
caused. 

The inside of a wooden 
door of an underground 
cell for solitary 
confinement has fingernail 
marks raked down it. 

Finally, we file into the 
only gas chamber not 
blown up by the Nazis - 
with holes in the ceiling 
where cyanide was 
released in false shower 
fittings. 

Afterwards Sarah 
McGregor, of Sawtry 
Community College, says 
quietly: “I closed my eyes 
and tried to imagine not 
coming out. 

“I just couldn’t manage 
it.” 

The 17-year-old adds: 
“No one here has any 
words about what we’re 
seeing today.” 

Jess Stewart, 17, from 
Hills Road Sixth Form 
College, in Cambridge, 
talks about how strange it 
was to tell her family where 
she was going. 

“My sister didn’t know 
what to say to me,” she 
admits uneasily. “You can’t 
say ‘good luck’, or ‘have a 
good time’. 

“There was no proper 
way to describe where I 
was going.” 

If Auschwitz 1 felt like a 
museum, then Auschwitz 
Birkenau, the death camp 


which smothers 420 acres 
with a forest of barracks, is 
surreal in its historical 
accuracy. 

About 90 per cent of the 
buildings are original and 
look exactly as they did 
when they were used for 
one of the most coldly, 
systematic mass 
exterminations in the 
world. 

As the sun sets and the 
temperature plummets, we 
file into barracks, past 
guard towers and blown- 
up gas chambers, with a 
freedom very few in this 
camp knew. 

Auschwitz is a graveyard 
without any graves. 

If you held one minute’s 
silence for every person 
who perished here you 
would be silent for three 
years. 

But 90 per cent of the SS 
who worked here have not 
been brought to justice. 
They have died - or will die 
- free men. 

And all the time, the 
number of witnesses is 
dwindling, with many of 
the youngest now turning 
70. 

Solemnly Mr Jones turns 
and issues a warning to all 
of us: “It is no use saying 
the Nazis were 
psychopaths. 

“Because if they were 
what hope would there be 
for the future? 

“We could then sit back 
and say ‘it will never 
happen again’. 

“They were not 
monsters, they were 
human beings who walked 
out at the end of the day 
and read their children 
bedtime stories. 

“Never forget - we 
brought you here to try to 
understand them better 
and make sure history 
doesn’t repeat itself. 

“It is called the Lessons 
from Auschwitz for a 
reason.”

A MAN arrested after climbing 
on to a shop roof in the early 
hours of the morning and 
swearing at police officers has 
been fined £180 by magis¬ 
trates. 

Bruno De Lima, 20, admit¬ 
ted a charge of being drunk 
and disorderly in High Street, 
Haverhill, on March 17, at 
Bury St Edmunds Magistrates’ 
Court on Tuesday, April 3. 

Ros Keppleman, prosecu¬ 
ting, said police were called to 
the High Street at around 2am, 
following reports two men had 
been seen on a roof, throwing 
down pieces of metal. 

De Lima, of Hundon Place, 
Haverhill, had sworn at the 
police and made obscene 
comments and gestures about 
what he said he would like to 
do to one officer’s mother. 

Chairman of the magis¬ 
trates Tina Baker told him: 
“This is not good behaviour. 
Would you like that said about 
your mother? 

“You need to change your 
friends and stop your drink¬ 
ing. At 20, you have not got the 
best record of previous con¬ 
victions already. If you carry 
on drinking, you are going to 
go only one way, which is 
downstairs, so stop it. Take this 
as a warning lesson.” 

De Lima was also ordered to 
pay £85 costs and a £15 victim 
surcharge.

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Albert Square to Hollywood

W HEN I was given the choice 
of interviewing either Anita 
Dobson or Greta Scacchi - 
ahead of their acclaimed two-hander, 
Bette and Joan , coming to Cambridge 
- there was no hesitation: it had to be 
Anita. 

I’ve loved her since her days as the 
fabulously drunken Angie Watts: 
throughout the late 80s, my whole 
family was addicted to EastEnders - 
and Ange was a huge part of the 
soap’s appeal. 

I liked her single Anyone Can Fall 
In Love (sung to the EastEnders 
theme tune - you remember the one) 
so much that I learned the words and 
sang it to myself in the mirror, 
hairbrush in hand. (I was only 7. So 
that’s OK then.) 

When I actually get to speak to 
Anita, she’s in the back of a car on a 
mobile with dodgy signal. We get cut 
off a couple of times, but she keeps 
calling me back, undeterred and 
uncomplaining. 

Penned by Anton Burge, Bette and 
Joan is set in the early Sixties. Two of 
the silver screen’s greatest leading 
ladies, Bette Davis (Scacchi) and Joan 
Crawford (Dobson), are now has- 
beens, having been upstaged by a new 
brand of blonde bombshell movie star. 
And then they are offered a golden 
opportunity: playing opposite each 
other in the dark and brilliant 
Whatever Happened to Baby Jane?, 
now an undisputed classic. While all 


appeared seamless on-screen, behind 
the scenes the actresses were at war. 
And it’s this part of the story - their 
mutual loathing - that Burge tells in 
Bette and Joan. 

“I just had an instinct about this 
part. I love them both: Bette and 
Joan,” says Anita. “I’ve always loved 
Hollywood’s golden era: Fred Astaire 
and Ginger Rogers, Vivien Leigh, Rita 
Hayworth. .. 

“I grew up watching their black and 
white movies on a Sunday afternoon: I 
cried through them, laughed through 
them, danced through them.” 

When it opened in the West End 
last year, Bette and Joan won rave 
reviews: described variously as 
camp, kitsch and deliciously 
bitchy, critics agreed the show 
was the perfect vehicle for 
Anita and Greta’s talents. The 
Daily Express declared it ‘a 
scorching performance’; the 
Daily Telegraph feted Anita as 
‘wickedly funny’. 

“It’s a fantastic part,’EAnita 
laughs. “You can’t really believe 
that two actresses would stoop so 
low! In the film, Bette’s character ^ J 
has to lift Joan’s out of bed - so Joan 
wore a lead-weighted belt for that 
scene, which put Bette’s back out. 

“Bette Davis was very 
confrontational; she spoke her mind. 
She was vile to Joan, and 
undermining about her career: Joan 
didn’t have acting lessons, she 
learned everything 
on screen, so 
Bette never 


felt she’d done it the proper way. 

“Joan was refined, so when it came 
to payback for Bette, she resorted to 
subterfuge. Joan is so different from 
me, not the same animal at all. She’s 
certainly very complicated. But 
having researched her now, I sort of 
love the woman.” 

As well as enjoying stage success, 
Anita returned to TV last year to take 
part in 



/ 


Strictly Come Dancing and she’s just 
finished the Strictly live tour. 

“I’d always wondered what it would 
have been like to have trained as a 
dancer,” she says. “If I didn’t give it a 
go, I felt I’d always regret it.” 

Anita’s husband, Queen legend 
Brian May, was less enthusiastic: “My 
family kind of thought ‘Okaay . . . 
Brian probably found it quite hard. I 
just got lost in this world of 

Disneyland; I was in a happy 
little bubble for about five 
months. 

“My dancing partner 
Robin Windsor was 
wonderful and we had 
so much fun. When we 
started training together 
4 I said, ‘Please, please, 
make me good enough to 
go on the tour’ - and we 
made it onto the tour! 

“And the dresses ... Oh, 
I loved the dresses. Every 
week I’d be given my 
outfit and I’d say ‘This 
is my favourite! ’” 

But having come 
to fame in Albert 
Square, has she 
ever been tempted 
to return? 

“I haven’t ever 
wanted to go 
back, no. When 
Leslie (Dirty Den) 
and Letitia (Sharon) 
returned, it was great 
for them - 
and great 


for the show. But I wanted to do lots 
of different things: that’s what I thrive 
on.” 

She added: “ When I got the part I 
was no chicken: I was already in my 
30s. But I was young enough to use 
the springboard the show had given 
me and see what I could do. 

“When I left I went back to the 
world I’d come from: the theatre. No- 
one in television would touch me, 
because as soon as the audience saw 
me they’d say, ‘Oh look, it’s Ange’. 

“But the directors who knew me 
from before, who knew my CV, didn’t 
think of me as Angie Watts and they 
very generously welcomed me back.” 

Anita’s stage CV is impressive, 
encompassing everything from 
Shakespeare to the Calendar Girls 
and the Vagina Monologues. In 2003, 
she was nominated for an Olivier 
Award for her role in the National 
Theatre’s Frozen. 

At almost 63, has Anita no plans to 
slow down? “It’s funny you say that. I 
did say to Brian about two years ago 
that I might semi-retire now I’m 
getting older, then suddenly all this 
fabulous work came in ... I’m really, 
really lucky and deeply grateful.”

But fate intervenes and 
passengers of all classes fight for 
their lives as the ship quickly 
takes on freezing water. 

Titanic 3D is a feast for the 
senses and the heart, recalling 
the epic storytelling of British 
director David Lean and co, and 
cements Cameron’s reputation as 
an action director par excellence 
but also as a master helmsman 
of delicately observed human 
drama.

Give your patio 
a summer sizzle 


A S summer beckons, 
many gardeners will 
now be deciding which 
patio plants to feature in 
their scheme, but it’s a 
difficult job as there’s so 
much choice and plants can 
vary greatly in quality. 

The perfect summer container 
plant should be long-flowering and 
disease-resistant. But many simply 
don’t do that job. 

To save you some of the bother 
of trial and error, Which? 
Gardening, the Consumers’ 
Association magazine, has now 
produced a report after growing 
more than 35 new varieties suited 
to containers or baskets before 
they were released to the public. 

The plants, which were bought 
as plugs or young plugs last April, 
were grown in good quality 
container compost with added 
slow-release fertiliser. 

The planted containers were 
kept in polytunnels until all risk of 
frost had passed and then brought 
out in June, watered and 
deadheaded as required. 

Among the pick of the crop were

Osteospermum Serenity series (Mr 
Fothergill’s; Unwins), with its soft 
pastel or terracotta-toned flowers 
that mature to a deeper, warmer 
shade, and the Nemesia Lady 
series, a deliciously scented variety 
which looked great in mixed 
plantings with Calibrachoa ’Can- 
Can Rose Star’ and Pelargonium 
‘Caliente Pink’. 

The white Nemesia ‘Sweet Lady’ 
was the longest flowering of three 
highly scented varieties and still 
looked good in September. 

For those interested in new 
basket plants, winners included 
Petunia ‘Sanguna Atomic Blue’, 
which brings drama to any 
arrangement, with its dark 
throated flowers with dark veins 
leading to a deep-mauve colour of 
the rounded petals. 


It carried on flowering when 
other plants were waning, trailed 
well and didn’t suffer from having 
all the flowers at the bottom of a 
curtain of green growth (B&Q; The 
Garden Centre Group; Homebase). 

For a burst of yellow in a mixed 
planting basket, Bidens ‘Solaire 
Semidouble’ didn't disappoint, 
forming a dense trailing mat of fine 
foliage covered with hundreds of 
tiny, vibrant flowers that have an 
extra set of petals around the eye, 
forming a frilly collar. The plants 
grew well, flowered strongly all 
summer and were easy deadhead. 
(B&Q; garden centres) 

Lovers of busy lizzies (Impatiens) 
whose plants succumbed to a 
widespread outbreak of downy 
mildew last summer may be better 
off growing alternatives such as the 
New Guinea-type hybrid impatiens 
or begonias, both of which will 
succeed in similar conditions, 
according to Which? Gardening. 

Last year trialists grew several 
varieties of sunpatiens (a New 
Guinea hybrid), which all 
performed admirably and showed 
no signs of being affected. 

The Sunpatiens Compact series

were extremely vigorous, tolerant 
of both sun and shade and 
produced beautiful, vibrant flowers 
which required only a little tidying 
to stay looking pristine. 

Of course, no summer planting 
scheme would be the same 
without the trusty lobelia - and 
Lobelia ‘Super Star’ lived up to its 
name, earning the accolade of the 
best lobelia in the trial. 


This small-flowered, bicolour 
variety flowered prolifically, 
starting in June and continuing 
long after other lobelias had given 
up entirely.

Maclean steps up 
London mission 

CAROLINE Maclean has started a six-month 
sabbatical as she puts every ounce of 
energy into preparing for her fourth 
Paralympics. 

She has swapped her job at St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council for an 
intense training routine to make sure she 
makes the 12-strong wheelchair basketball 
squad for London. 

Haverhill-based Maclean says she is 
quietly confident of being selected, with the 
pool of players to be whittled down from 16 
after the Paralympic World Cup in 
Manchester next month. 

But she is unsure how many more 
Paralympic campaigns she has in her, and 
wants to give this one absolutely 
everything. 

“Thinking this might be my last one, I 
thought it would be nice to get stuck in with 
training and not have to worry about 
working,” said Maclean. 

“I always think that if you win Paralympic 
gold you can’t really get any higher than 
that, and that I wouldn’t want to carry on. 
“But then I think that if we don’t win it I 
would want to carry on to help the team do 
better. So I really don’t know what the 
future holds, but hopefully I’ll just know 
when the time comes.” Great Britain 
automatically qualified as hosts, although 
they would have qualified anyway having 
finished third at last year’s World 
Championships. 

There have been some shocks in the 
qualification process, however, with China 
getting through and Japan, who beat Great 
Britain in the last eight at the Beijing 
Games, missing out. 

“It can get a bit tense at this time of year, 
but that’s inevitable,” said Maclean. “We 
definitely want to win a medal and there’s 
no reason why we can’t win gold.”
